other lands, what purpose can be be­ 
hind the move? 
Obviously the Berlin

mans who are permitted to go will be 
of more service in Japan and Argen­ 
tine than they could be at home. 
Of 
what nature 
is this 
service to be? 
That is the question for every think­ 
ing American to ask 
The Argentine 
republic is a powerful m em ber of the 
Pan-American union. 
Judging from 
German intrigues of recent months, 
and increase of Prussian prestige in 
Buenos Aires will not make for better 
understanding among the Americas.
